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Didsbury gets a green revolution

The Town of Didsbury is 
turning green thanks to two 
resolutions passed by town 
council last week. 

Council passed the resolu¬ 
tions to create an environment 
advisory board and to work on 
an agreement with the Dids¬ 
bury Lion's Club for a large 
scale recycling project. 

The resolutions came after 
prompting by local residents 
and the media for action to be 
taken to ensure the continued 
ecological integrity of the town. 

Town Councillor Marjorie 
Malinowski was pleased to see 
the two proposals presented to 
council be passed. 

“As a council we really ap¬ 
preciate the effort you have put 
into this," she said. “I think we 
are going to get alot of support 
from the community to run 
both projects. The response has 
been overwhelming already." 

Creation of the Town of 
Didsbury Environmental Ad¬ 
visory will begin officially with 
the passing of a bylaw currently 
being drafted. Once in place, 
the bylaw will allow for the 
establishment of a committee 
which will work with the town 
council to create environmen¬ 
tally friendly policies and prac¬ 
tices. The committee will also 
work to help facilitate the set 
up of the proposed recycling 
project presented by the Lions 
club. 

Under the proposal for this 
project, researched by mem¬ 
bers of the club, the town and 
the Lion's would work together 
to start and operate a recycling 
facility for paper, plastic and 
glass. 

Lion's club member Russ 
Croft said his organization is 
still debating the extent of their 
involvement in the project but 
he is confident they will vote to 
administer the operations in co¬ 
operation with the town. 

“We have worked for a 
long time on this and we were 
just waiting for the comments 


from town council. [Now that 
we have them] the Lion's will 
make a final decision about get¬ 
ting involved in the project," 
he said. "The main stumbling 
block is the amount of labor 
needed, but I believe we have a 
good solution so that the club 
won't be constantly working." 


An agreement with the 
town for the project would see 
the set up of a large recycling 
depot for receiving, sorting and 
preparing paper, glass and 
plastics to help reduce the 
amount of waste currently be¬ 
ing dumped into the Didsbury 
landfill site. Didsbury currently 


has no facilities for recycling 
beyond the bottle depot and 
estimates show the current land 
fill site will be full (at the 
present rate of waste dumping) 
within the next 2 years. 

Money to house and equip 
the depot is expected to come 
from provincial or federal 


government grants. 

Negotiations over the exact 
content of the agreement be¬ 
tween the town and the Lion's 
club is expected to begin short¬ 
ly.

Friends of ours were on their way home after having had a 
minor altercation with one of their relatives. They had been 
discussing some of said relatives' less endearing qualities and 
words like, opinionated, contrary, narrow minded and mulish filled 
the car. Actually those were some of the nicer words. As their irrita¬ 
tion dissipated, the husband began feeling a bit guilty and sug¬ 
gested that from now on, they, as a couple, would not say anything 
about anybody that wasn't "nice." They would follow the time 
honored rule, "If you can't say anything nice, don't say anything at 
all." His wife agreed to this program, patted her thoughtful, sweet 
husband on the knee and returned his gentle smile. Their hearts 
were filled with the milk of human kindness, goodness and mercy 
followed the car. They tried to think of something nice to say. 
Neither of them spoke. Neither of them spoke for a long, long time. 

I know that it is not exactly admirable to say mean things about 
people and each of us would like to believe that no one ever says 
mean things about us. But we do it, they do it, it is a means of ex¬ 
pressing aggression without violence and if we are going to be 
honest we have to admit that there is something satisfying and 
memorable in a good, well aimed insult. In the interest of decency 
and good sportsmanship, certain ground rules should be observed. 
Don't pick on people for things they can't control, physical or men¬ 
tal abnormalities and weaknesses, ethnic, religious and cultural dif¬ 
ferences, unfortunate family situations. There are probably other 
equally sensitive areas and if your comment seems more cruel than 
honest you are probably outside the bounds of good taste. Most 
important, an insult must be amusing. Otherwise it is simply mean 
and is without justification. 

History has recorded some examples of wonderful insults and 
not surprisingly many of them are political. Winston Churchill was 
a master of the art and I could finish this whole column just quoting 
him. He said of Stanley Baldwin, who was then P.M. of Great Bri¬ 
tain, "He occasionally stumbled over the truth, but hastily picked 
himself up and hurried on as if nothing had happened." When 
someone told him that another P.M. Clement Attlee was a modest 
man, Churchill agreed saying, "Absolutely true—but then he does 
have a lot to be modest about." He also called Attlee, "a sheep in 
sheep's clothing." My favorite Churchillian insult involves an ex¬ 
change at Blenheim Palace in 1912. Lady Astor: "If you were my 
husband I'd poison your coffee." Churchill: "If you were my wife 
I'd drink it." 

I tried to find some really gifted insults from Canadian Prime 
Ministers but most of their recorded quotes lean toward the pom¬ 
pous and statesmanlike. I found some neat insults directed toward 
Canadian P.M.s. In 1969 Irving Layton said, "In Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau, Canada has at last produced a political leader worthy of 
assassination." And in 1965 John F. Kennedy said of John Diefen- 
baker, "I couldn't have called him an s.o.b., I didn't know he was 
one—at that time." Insults directed toward our present P.M. are 
too numerous too mention. 

Don Rickies and Groucho Mark made careers out of insults, 
neither of them are exactly loveable persons but they have made 
their place in history. Groucho commenting on a book, "from the 
moment I picked it up until I laid it down, I was convulsed with 
laughter. Someday I intend reading it." And, "I didn't like the play 
but then I saw it under adverse conditions, the curtain was up." 

Theatre critics are in a class by themselves and some of the 
most scathing insults ever have been in the name of art. Dorothy 
Parker was especially cutting and these 2 are hers. "Go to the Mar¬ 
tin Beck Theatre and watch Katharine Hepburn run the gamut of 
emotions from A to 8." "The House Beautiful is the Play Lousy." 
Canadian critics can be nasty too. Nathan Cohen, "There are 3 
things wrong with Love In Albania, The play, the direction and the 
casting." 

It is quite possible to say mean things about someone and still 
love them and it's possible to offer an insult to someone whom you 
really respect and admire. I guest it is also possible to, "not say 
anything unless you can say something nice." But I don't think I 
can do it and if many of us did we would lose a lot in color and 
entertainment.

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Town Council notes

The issue over placement of 
the downtown gazebo has finally 
been decided 

The gazebo, planned for a 
park to go in the lot on the north 
side of the E Idon Foote Hall, will 
be placed in the middle of the 
park rather than right beside the 
hall as had originally been 
planned by town council. 

Council was concerned plac¬ 
ing the gazebo in the centre of 
the park would reduce the 
amount of parking available in 
the area. Council said the 
Didsbury Chamber of Commerce 
had asked that the lot produce as 
many parking stalls as possible. 

But the Downtown Revitaliz¬ 
ation committee drew up plans 
showing both placement possibil¬ 
ities and determined that the 
middle placing would only cause 
the loss of about 2 stalls The 
Chamber agreed to go with the 
park plan with the gazebo in the 
centre at their last meeting 

Development of the park is 
expected to begin soon. 

The Didsbury oil dump is 
operating again. 

The dump, opened in 1983, 
had been closed due to the cost of 
having the used motor oil 
hauled away from the site. Town 
Administrator Mike Storey said 
Hub Oil had been charging 25 
cents per litre to haul the oil away 
for recycling. 

But a new company out of 
Red Deer has been contracted to 
collect the oil and will not be 
charging the town anything for 
the service. As a result, Storey 
said, the dump will now be open 
24 hours a day for those who 
would like to use the environ¬ 
mentally friendly method of 
disposal 

Oil, which is taken from 
cars or other motors, usually 
ends up in landfill sites or flushed 
into the water system Recycling 
of the product has become more 
and more popular. 

The dump is located on 19th 
Street just north of 22nd Avenue 
(north of the bottle depot). 
Everyone is welcome to use the 
dump, but the town asks that 
containers used to transport the 
oil not be left behind. 

A letter of intent has been 
signed and sent to Master Pools 
of Calgary outlining an agree¬ 
ment to enter into negotiations 
for the construction of the 
Didsbury indoor swimming pool 
facility. 

Town Administrator Mike 
Storey said the letter allows the 
company to prepare some ground 
work before negotiations can 
begin. 

Negotiations for the con¬ 
struction of the pool, estimated to 
cost $15 million, will begin as 
soon as the town receives

approval from the Local Authori¬ 
ties Board for a borrowing bylaw 
and approval from the provincial 
Minister of Transportation over 
the needed road closures. 

Construction of the pool is 
expected to begin later this 
summer. Original construction 
time, as estimated by Master 
Pools, is 6 months 

Reclamation of the old 
Didsbury landfill site is expected 


to begin this week. 

Alberta Environment will 
tackle the project on the land 
which recently reverted back to 
the town due to non-payment of 
taxes by the former owner 

Alberta Environment will 
cover the estimated $55,000 cost 
for the project under the 
condition that any profits made 
from the sale of the land within 
the next 10 years go to help repay 
the province

Recall policy adopted 


Dear Editor: 

The change that Alberta's 
political system would undergo 
upon the election of an Alberta 
Liberal government has become 
even more profound as a result of 
recent policies adopted at our 
convention. 

We now favour recall, 
through which voters could force 
a new election if their MLA was 
not performing to their expecta¬ 
tions or representing their 
wishes. Details—such as how 
many signatures would be 
required on a recall petition and 
whether voters who move into a 
riding after an election would be 
eligible to sign-are now being 
worked upon by our party 
executive. 

Alberta Liberal delegates 
also agreed with the principle of 
fixed election dates as a method 
of frustrating the government in 
power from playing politics, often 
involving great waste of taxpay¬ 
ers' money, through manipula¬ 
tion of election timing. As a 
municipal politician, I experi¬ 
enced fixed election dates, and I 
am convinced the system will 
work well at the provincial level. 


These new directions have 
been added to what is already the 
most far-reaching set of propos¬ 
als ever to be proposed for a 
Canadian provincial government. 

Our plan is detailed, but one 
of its central foundations is a 
belief in the free vote.' MLAs 
must more accurately reflect the 
views of the people who elect 
them, rather than acting as 
'trained seals' to do their party's 
bidding. This will bring people 
closer back to the process of 
governing themselves, and it will 
force MLAs to work harder to 
represent their electorate. 

Another prime part of our 
plan rests upon our belief that 
well-informed citizens make for 
better government. We advocate 
a sweeping freedom of informa¬ 
tion policy, so that all citizens and 
their organizations are operating 
from the same factual base in 
their search for solutions 

We believe in a less 
negatively partisan system, one 
where the quality of an idea 
should be more important than 
its political source Opposition 
parties should be respected, so 


we will allow their motions and 
bills to actually come to a vote 
Who says only the government 
has good ideas? 

With the recent public 
concern over MLA incomes and 
perks, your readers will also be 
interested in knowing that our 
delegates passed a motion calling 
for a 10% cut in MLA salaries. 
The motion called as well for a 
cleanup of MLA pensions to 
bring them back into line. 

The support that the Alberta 
Liberal Party's 50 nominated 
candidates are experiencing at 
the doors is a sign to me that the 
message of parliamentary and 
fiscal reform that we have 
advocated for three years now is 
growing quickly amongst Alber¬ 
tans. 

People want political 
change. They want a better, 
fairer, more efficient system 
And no other political party 
provides them with such a clear 
plan for meaningful change.

MEN AND WOMEN-AND 
ECONOMIC POWER 

Throughout most of record¬ 
ed history men and women both 
contributed to the food supply 
and both sexes enjoyed equal 
economic power 

As society became special¬ 
ized, an economic gap occurred 
By the beginning of the 20th 
century, the only women toler¬ 
ated in the paid labour market 
were the unmarried and the very 
poor 

The United Nations report¬ 
ed, "Women constitute Vi of the 
world's population, perform 
nearly V> of its work hours, 
receive 1/10 of the world's 
income and own less than 1/100 
of the world's property." 

Canadian data is not encour¬ 
aging. When the United Nations 
Human Development Index in¬ 
cludes factors for women, Cana¬ 
da falls from first to eighth place 
The National Council of Welfare 
found Canadian women are 
vulnerable to poverty for reasons 
almost totally beyond their 
control The report says, "The 
reality is that as women increase 
their work outside the home to 
improve their position . . even 
stronger forces are at work to 
counter their gains." 

Marriage continues to offer 
women the best protection 
against poverty, but this protec¬ 
tion all too often disappears 
when a relationship breaks down 


or when a husband dies Of the 
women who marry, only one in 
six is married for life. The other 
five either separate, or divorce, 
or are widowed. What it all adds 
up to is guaranteed poverty for a 
large number of Canadian 
women at some point in their 
lives. 

Single-parent mothers are 
especially prone to poverty More 
than half of the single-parent 
mothers and their children live in 
poverty. It is sad to note that, of 
the poor, the single-parent 
mothers are among the poorest 
with an average family income of 
only 61% of the poverty line. 

Environics Research Group 
Ltd conducted several national 
surveys recently. Results of the 
surveys indicate that there is a 
big difference between men and 
women in the urgency with which 
they see issues relating to 
poverty and income equality. 
Women are saying, "We have 
come a long way but there are 
many problems left to deal 
with." 

Men, according to the recent 
surveys, do not see the urgency 
of the issues that remain. If this 
is so, there is more than an 
economic gap between men and 
women—there is a comprehen¬ 
sion gap as well. 

Women have to take a hard 
look at the facts. The only way 
any woman can have a degree of 
certainty that she will remain out 
of poverty is to accept the 
personal responsibility to provide 
economically for herself and any 
dependent children she has As 
one woman who was widowed 
twice said, "We all have to be 
ready to adjust to changes-the 
one thing certain about life is that 
change is inevitable." 

The other fact is, if men do 
not see the economic gap as a 
problem they will not be 
interested in making policy 
decisions to end it. 

Women do see a problem 
and we must work together to 
correct it.

Review panel established 


Olds Auction Mart 


Federal Agriculture Minister 
Bill McK night, Charlie Mayer, 
Minister of State for Grains and 
Oilseeds, and Pierre Blais, 
Minister of State for Agriculture, 
recently announced the establish¬ 
ment of a Regulatory Review 
Panel comprised of industry and 
government representatives, as 
part of an initiative announced in 
the federal budget in February. 

The panel will provide 
advice to Agriculture Canada and 
the Ministers on the recom¬ 
mendations that will emerge 
from the current review of 
regulatory programs being un¬ 
dertaken by the department. The 
review is part of the federal 
government's continuing em¬ 
phasis on streamlining govern¬ 
ment operations to promote 
competitiveness. It's designed to 
eliminate unnecessary regula¬ 
tions, re define others and 
improve efficiency of enforce¬ 
ment. 

The members of the panel 
were selected for their knowledge 
of both the agri-food sector and 
their experience with the impact 
of government regulations on 
industry. Dennis Laycraft, gen¬ 


eral manager of the Canadian 
Cattlemen's Association, will 
serve as the panel chair. 

"A review of existing 
regulations will assist in fine- 
tuning government programs to 
ensure they provide a positive 
contribution to industry competi¬ 
tiveness and prosperity for all 
Canadians," said McK night 

"But while seeking to 
enhance the competitive position 
of industry, the regulatory review 
will not sacrifice food quality or 
safety,” he said 

"The panel will provide a 
valuable contribution to the 
vetting of the work that emerges 
from the grains and oilseeds 
consultation process," Mayer 
said. 

"We are working on concert 
with industry and to respond to 
calls for a less bureaucractic 
system with less red tape,” 
added Blais 

In the first phase of the 
review, Agriculture Canada will 
review regulations pertaining to 
the grains and oilseeds sector 
and regulations involving the 
production and inspection of 
food Grains and Oilseeds Branch 


and the Food Production and 
Inspection Branch are currently 
setting up the processes for the 
review and will be contacting 
stakeholders shortly The panel 
may also consult with industry 
experts in specific areas under 
review 

Regulations will be ex¬ 
amined to ensure that govern¬ 
ment intervention remains justi¬ 
fied, the regulations are cost 
effective and that there is 
effective compliance. The review 
is not a comprehensive analysis 
of the entire legislative frame¬ 
work but, where regulations are 
closely linked to an Act, an 
assessment of the relevant part of 
the legislation may be necessary 

Many of the department's 
remaining regulations — includ¬ 
ing legislation that facilitates 
provincial marketing boards and 
the management of supply — are 
already being reviewed as a 
result of the Agri-food Policy 
Review The review of regula¬ 
tions related to the transportation 
of grain was the subject of the 
Transportation Talks, a consulta¬ 
tion process conducted earlier 
this year.

Measures (FSAM II) program

Regional population increases 


The first release of informa¬ 
tion from 1991 federal census was 
received in April. It showed 
continued population increases in 
the majority of municipalities in 
the Red Deer region As of June 
1, 1991, the regional population 
was 162,630. The region as a 
whole grew more slowly (5.9%) 
than the province's, 7.6%. 

Within the region, a 20 year 
trend in population distribution 
has been noted. The central area 
of the region has increased its 
share of the region's population 
while the share has decreased in 
the east and remained constant in 
the west The central area is 


represented by the boundaries of 
the Counties of Lacombe, Red 
Deer and Mountain View, the 
east by the Counties of Stettler 
and Paintearth, and the west by 
the Municipal District of Clear¬ 
water. 

In 1966, the majority of the 
region's population became ur¬ 
ban for the first time. By 1986, 
68% were living in urban 
centres. This remained un¬ 
changed in 1991. 

The census results also 
provided information on house¬ 
hold size and population density. 
The average number of people 
per dwelling in the region is the 


same as that of the province as a 
whole 2.8. In 1981, the average 
was 3.0. Regarding population 
density, the central area of the 
region showed a significant 
increase, while it increased to a 
lesser extent in the west and 
declined in the east. 

Population projections, 
which were last prepared for each 
of the municipalities in the region 
in 1989, were compared to actual 
populations in 1991. Over 30% of 
the actual populations were 
within the high and low ranges of 
the projections. The projections 
will be reconsidered in the near 
future.
